He told of the way in which our 
Andover boys are meeting every hard- 
ship,—how in.the big drive at Chateau 
Thierry they were five days and five 
nights without sleep or regular food, and 
that no task was too difficult for them 
to perform with cheerful and willing 
spirit... He said that on that morning 
when he left them they were all in 
splendid physical condition and happy 
to be there taking part in a fight to the 
finish in this world-wide cause: And, 
as one of the mothers said, if hé was a 
sample of ‘how strong and well they 
were, there could certainly be no need of 
worrying over their health. 

After the big drive all the men of that 
company had been sent to a camp to 
rest for a three weeks’ furlough, and 
from there many of them had passes to 
go for two days to Paris. .The furlough 
must be over, however, for most of that 
company, he thought, and now there was 
no way of knowing to what places they 
had been transferred.

cucumbers you'll convince yourself that 
they agree with you perfectly. If you 
like themcoldand crisp you will find an 
authority to tell you that. this is the 
) most wholesome way to eat them, and if 
you like them nice and soggy and oil- 
soaked, you'll tell yourself that cucum- 
bers served in this way are far less harm- 
ful than- when served cold and crisp. 
Old-fashioned American housewives 
| used to say that if you peeled cucumbers 
| several hours before you were going to 
use them and then soaked them in a 
salt brine, ‘‘you drew out the poison” 
from the cucumbers—much the same 
| as one draws out the objectionable ele- 
ments in cabbage in the same way, only 
in the latterthe results are more direct. 
No chemist ever examined the brine 
left from soaked cucumbers to see 
whether the poison was contained in it 
or to see just what that poison was, but 
generations of Americans have made 
useofthis precaution, have eaten cucum- 
bers and have lived to tell the tale. 

I have before mea very high authority 
on cookery, who says something quite 
different about cucumbers. According 
to her the cucumbers should ‘be put 
with their skins on in a bed of icé and i 
left there until just before they are want- 
ed. Then they should be sliced and 
dressed the last minute. They should 
not be allowed to stand in the dressing. 
This, according to this authority, is the 
way to render the green vegetable innoc- 
uous. 

And I knew a famous old cook who 
used to prepare cucumbers for dinner 
parties by soaking them in their oil and 
vinegar dressing for hours. They were 
kept at a moderately low temperature, 
though not actually on the ice, and when 
they came to be served they were almost 
transparent, and far from crisp. This 
cook had down in convincing terms that 
this was the only wholesome way to 
serve cucumbers, and so far as I know, 
no one who ate the cucumbers she pre- 
pared in this way ever found them fatal.

Only the deep sense of the seriousness 
of the political situation would have led 
the editor this week to occupy so much of 
the space of the Townsman with any- 
thing at all apart from the big task that 
begins on Saturday.

In other 
words, while all of the previous calls 
have been for everybody to buy bonds, 
we are» now urged “to buy bonds and 
buy today”. 

It will be interesting to see the result 
of this campaign, for it will show whether 
the people have gone pretty near to 
their limits in the raising of money

Tuesday’s Primary 

The result of the primary on Tuesday 
is not unexpected either in the State at 
large or in connection with loeal con- 
tests. When the era of convention selec- 
tion passed in Massachusetts, the era of 
personal solicitation began. That per- 
sonal solicitation has sometimes been in 
the form of direct money influence over 
votes, and at other times has taken the 
form of personal persuasive begging. 
While one comes under the law as being 
more reprehensible, we doubt if there is 
much to choose from in considering the 
two methods when the results are taken 
into account. 

The Democratic party in the State 
has gone so far as to entirely ignore the 
law which they were so insistent upon 
having passed (so that the people might 
rule), with the result that with the ex- 
ception of the nominee for the head of 
the ticket this year, as for several years, 
the men have been chosen from the sole 
standpoint of “balance” and then en- 
dorsed by stickers upon orders from the 
headquarters. With a contest on their 
hands the Democratic party has found 
the truth of the statement relative to 
the forms of campaign that are now 
being waged all too fully proven. They 
have had foisted upon them a candidate 
for Governor who has gone out to secure 
that particular prize represented in the 
Democratic nomination, in the same 
manner that he would use in going out 
to secure a war contract for big profit; 
something at which he is reputed to be 
very successful. 

In reaching this result they have passed 
over the two natural candidates for 
Democratic interests to be centered 
upon; one a_ life-long Democrat, a 
former candidate for Governor on that 
ticket, a leading supporter of the party

In this column many times in the last 
ten years has been published a_pre- 
diction of exactly the situation which 
now confronts the voters of Andover. 
Badly led, a small group of them have 
been made to believe that the worst 
thing in the world that ever happened to 
the town was a so-called boss. The 
entire history of political activity in 
Andover from its beginning up to five 
years ago would:not show, if all of the 
instances that could. be cited could be 
combined in one, any result that would 
compare in the measure of disrepute 
brought to Andover with that which the 
action in Tuesday’s primary has brought 
about. 

The writer has nothing but the best 
of good feeling toward the individuals 
who have been named for office, and 
toward those who for their own personal 
gain have been parties to the blind 
leadership which has secured _ this 
result.. The writer has nothing but a 
feeling .of the deepest disgust for the 
actions of the small band of men whose 
desire for selfish political preferment 
aided the agitation which has helped to 
bring about this result. We are for- 
tunate that the agitators-have not thus 
far been able to get the personal advah- 
tage they have tried to get on several 
occasions, for then there would have 
been a condition in which principles of 
government would have been sucéessful 
with far-reachtag and long-enduring 
results. The situation today is what the 
weather prophets would call ‘‘entirely 
local”. It can be readily cleared in a 
community like Andover when the self-

RED CROSS NEEDS TIN 


School Children Will Collect Tinfoil, 
Collapsible Tubes and Pewter 
} 


Word has come from Washington 
that the Bureau of ,Conservation has 
been asked to help collect platinum and 
tin. The Red Cross is to help supply 
this shortage of 5000 tons and the fol- 
lowing articles are needed 
collapsible tubes, pewter. 
tin cans. 

As it is impossible to distinguish be- 
tween the various kinds of tinfoil con- 


taining tin, all kinds are worth collect- 
ing—tobacce - foil, chewing gum foil, 
chocolate foil; foil used’ by florists; |

fact, all varieties that are usually found 
on many articles and are carelessly 
thrown into the waste basket. 

The collapsible tubes referred to are 
those containing: tooth paste, shaving 
cream, salve, paints and so forth. The 
pewter articles contain a very large per- 
centage of tin and the collection of that 
is most valuable. 

In Andover the campaign will be 
carried on bythe school children, any 
of whom will be glad to take articles; or 
they may be left at Mr. Stacey’s drug- 
store. There are several manufacturing 
plants throughout this part of the 
country where tin will be sold by the 
Red Cross and the proceeds will go to 
the local branch of that organization. 
The War Industries Board has been in- 
fluential in having formed a War Service 
Association of the manufacturers of 
solder and babbit metal and, as it is 
representative of over ninety per cent 
of all concerns in the country to which 
tin can be sold, there will be a hearty 
cooperation between its members and 
the Red Cross branch.

NOTICE REGARDING CHRISTMAS SHOPPING 
The Council of National Defense has issued the following: 


The Council of National Defense has heretofore emphasized the necessity of restricting Christ- 
mas buying during the coming fall for specific reasons which it has stated. These reasons 
are in brief the necessity for saving labor and material in the manufacture and sale of Christmas 
gifts and of saving of the transportation and delivery facilities necessarily involved in the large 
volume of Christmas purchases. 

After conferences with representatives of leading ‘industries and retail interests concerned, 
it is found that the manufacture of goods for the coming holiday season has been substantially 
completed, that the transportation of goods to the point of sale is also largely.done and that 
much of the material used for Christmas purchases, especially in the manufacturé of toys, is 
the waste material derived from prior process of manufacture. 

The retail interests represented at the conference have agreed NOT TO INCREASE THEIR © 
WORKING FORCE by reason of the holiday business over the average force employed by 
them throughout the year and NOT TO INCREASE THE NORMAL WORKING HOURS 
of their force during the Christmas season. 

They also agreed to use their utmost efforts to CONFINE CHRISTMAS GIVING, except for 
young children, TO USEFUL ARTICLES AND TO SPREAD THE PERIOD OF HOLIDAY 
PURCHASES OVER the MONTHS of OCTOBER, NOVEMBER and DECEMBER. 
In order to relieve transportation facilities of the country from a congestion in the latter half 
of December, which would be so hurtful to the interests of the nation that it cannot be per- 
mitted, the retail interests represented at this hearing have agreed to cooperate further in the 
campaign heretofore, and now being carried on under the auspices of the War Industries Board 
to restrict deliveries and to induce their customers to CARRY THEIR OWN PACKAGES, 
whenever possible. 

The retail interests to which reference has been made have further agreed to make an announce-— 
ment to the above substantial effect in their advertisements commencing in early September 
and repeating the same weekly thereafter. The above suggestions if faithfully and loyally 
put into effect throughout the country will make possible a continuance of the holiday custom 
without endangering the national interests thereby. x 

The Council of National Defense will cooperate in carrying out the suggested measures. It 
looks to organized business bodies of every nature and throughout the country actively to 
join in the movement as providing means whereby that cooperation between the Government 
and the people can be had which alone will permit the continuance of holdiay business in such. 
form, on such scale, and by such methods as are consistent with national welfare, This an-: 
nouncement is definately conditioned upon loyal and thorough cooperation in spirit and in let- 
ter on the part of sellers and buyers throughout the country. WE-HAVE NO DOUBT THE

WAR BULLETINS 


British troops under General Allen- 
by in Palestine have annihilated the 
Turkish army between the Jordan and 
the Mediterranean. Infantry swung 
east astride the Jerusalem-Nabulus 
roud to let the cavalry pass. The lat- 
ter, crossing the field of Armageddon 
and the plain of Sharon along the 
coast, traveled 60 miles north, captur- 
ing Nazareth and 18,000 Turks, 

Czecho-Slovak troops from the west, 
having effected a junction with the 
allies and Czechs from Vladivostok al 
Chita, General Gaida, commander in 
chief of the Czechs, is concentrating 
his forces at Irkutsk: preparatory to a 
drive into European Russia for the re- 
lief of the Czechs there, Allied troops 
defeut and rout Bolshevik troops in the 
Murmansk region. 

The British army under General Al- 
lenby has scored @ smashing success 
on the Palestine front, as the result of 
which a Turkish force of 18,000 faces 
capture, A concerted attack was 
launched on a 16 mile front between 
Rafat and the sea. By midafternoon, 
according to official advices, the Brit- 
ish cavalry,had advanced 12 miles, 
eapturing the city of Tulkerea, with 
3,000 prisoners, The Turkish front

Response of Americans of foreign 
birth or immediate foreign extraction 
to the support of the war in the Third 
Liberty Loan has been estimated at 
the national headquarters in Wash- 
ington as about half, or 41%% of the 
entire number of persons subscrib- 
ing to that loan. Their subscriptions 
totaled $741,437,000 or 17% per cent 
of the whole amount subscribed. As 
most of these citizens are not of the 
so-called possessing class but of the 
non-possessing mass this is regarded 
as a gratifying amount indicating the 
loyalty of these persons to the land 
of the Stars and Stripes. 

By taking at random detailed re- 
ports of the 38 different nationalities 
throughout the United States, about 
10,000 individual subscriptions estab- 
lished an average of a fraction over 
$105 per person. Taking this aver- 
age as a basis the number of indf- 
viduals of foreign birth or immediate 
foreign extraction subscribing to the 
loan was about 7,061,305.

You can recall the four veterans of the 
Civil War, sons of Nathan Abbott and 
wife, Mary Cummings, once of Andover, 
last of Charlestown, who after four years 
safe service, on the night of the big 
Boston fire lost two of the brothers, all 
old veteran firemen of repute since boy- 
hood.

Airplane Daily Thoughts 


Cutting and pasting in a rush, all on 
aviation pictures and articles for a 
young Andover aviator to put in the 
attic for his grandchildren fifty years 
hence, I sometimes catch a note to pass 
along. Here is one I think of interest 
on the main types of military airplanes 
in use. We have more than the Ger- 
mans, We have to fit the machine up 
for its job also to accommodate some 
particular gear in the way of an engine 
invention. 

Standardization reduces the number 
of fliers. Fliers themselves have been 
heeded as to what they need. But some 
are classed as planes of observation— 
of combat and pursuit—of destruction 
and.harassment. Observation planes 
help the army operating on the ground. 
Combat planes prevent the enemy from 
doing damage.--— Destruction planes 
spare not the German. They are the 
bomb carriers. A mystery hangs about 
every fatal accident to a flier. He can’t 
tell what happened that made him drop. 
Either the man or the machine weak- 
ened. Faulty construction, lack of 
judgment in applying rules of flight, 
bad air conditions tather common where 
some .air camps are located, fright or 
recklessness on the part of the flier, are 
the main difficulties. There are no 
brakes and the pilot must be ready fer 
emergency, The plane just going up has 
a better chance than the one that has to 
Jand as the landing is Very swift. The 
planes operating get too near together 
and like craft at sea wreck each other. 
Instructors say the most common cause 
of accidents is disobediénce to orders. 
At a proper height well laid ‘out and 
correct speed, all maneuvers can be 
made safely. If the operator defies the 
Jaws-in-which he has been drilled, con- 
sequences are apt to be fatal. Instances 
were given of pilots losing nerve, be- 
coming unconscious and dying before | 


they reach the earth. A cadet under- 
stands meteorology, photography, wire- 
less telegraphy, and how to handle a 
Solo trips alone, and in| Short Course to Be Given at the 


machine gun.

I can see that special psychological 
equipment and other like gifts are 
needed for this branch of the service.

And added 
to the danger of being chased on the 
side of the road by an auto, and having

Glass Jar Tops 


Numerous reports have come to the 
Food Administration that glass covers 
used in canning fruit and vegetables 
have given considerable trouble by 
cracking. Mrs. H. L. B. Darling of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, who 
has had much experience in canning, 
states that the trouble can be greatly 
lessened by the use of the following 
method: 

Put the covers on the stove in cold 
water, and bring them gradually to the 
boiling point. Remove them from the 
hot water as they are needed to cover 
jars filled with fruit or vegetables. 
Before placing the jars in your sterilizer, 
which is actively boiling; pour into the 
sterilizer a dipperful of cold water, and 
at once place your jars in to be sterilized. 
This precaution delays slightly the 
sterilizing process, as you cannot count 
your time for sterilization in the water 
bath until the water begins to boil again. 
It. does, however, do away with any 
chance of the glass tops breaking, and 
in the long run the economy of glass tops 
will outweigh the slightly prolonged 
process of canning. 


Sugar Ration in Canada 
—— 

The Canada Food -Board recently 
issued a statement calling for a reduction 
of Canadian sugar consumption to 1} 
pounds per person per month—half a 
pound below the “honor ration” re- 
quested in this country by the United 
States Food Administration. All regu- 
lations governing the use or holding of 
sugar will be rigidly enforced. The 
Canada Food Board is taking, strict 
measures to prevent hoarding, in most 
cases imposing a jail sentence as well as 
a heavy fine. Manufacturers are strictly 
curtailed in their use of sugar and house- 
holders are prohibited from purchasing 
in quantities which would warrant 
consumption of more than the requested 
allowance. 
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"NEED AT SHIPYARDS 


Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology 


Under the auspices of the Education 
and Training Section of the United 
States Shipping Board, Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology is arranging to 
conyert young engineers and architects 
into naval architects and shipbuilders 
to aid in designing and constructing 
vessels for America’s great fleet of 
merchant ships. As the supply of 
technically-trained men is not sufficient 
to meet the demands of the shipyards, 
the Institute will increase the supply in 
a ten weeks’ course of instruction be- 
ginning September 30, at Cambridge. 


Applicants desiring to be enrolled in 


this school should be graduates of civil, 
mechanical, electrical, mining or archi- 
tectural engineering courses; or, if not 
graduates should be sent to the Educa- 
tion and Training Section, Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, Philadelphia, Pa. 

Men who have completed their junior 
year in college in any engineering course 
mentioned will also be acecpted if the 
school is not previously filled with 
graduates or the equivalent as specified 
above. 

Those who pursue this intensive 
training course are expected to devote 
their entire time to it for ten weeks. 


Value of Porpoise Jaw Oil

rite Home 


Private Lewis S$. Paine, who is in 
Company A, 34th Machine Gun Bat- 
talion at Camp Devens, has written a 
fetter, parts of which will surely be of 
interest to Townsman readers. Private 
Paine was formerly pressman at the 
Andover Press and lived on Walnut 
avenue before entering the service. -He 
writes :— 

“There is a lot to learn about the 
gun and then we have to take up 
semaphore signalling and estimating 
distances. Probably you have heard 
that machine gun companies have been 
called ‘suicide squads’, but I don’t be- 
lieve there is any more danger than 
there is in any other branch of the army, 
We have good officers and they seem to 
be well liked by all the fellows. I am 
the only one from Andover in the com- 
pany so I had to make new friends, but 
everybody knows the other fellow in 
camp. 

“At present the. machine guns are 
playing an important part in the war 
and when you stop to think that these 
guns will shoot from four to five hundred 
shots a minute, it isn’t very wise for any 
Huns to get in the way. 

“It has been pretty cool here and most 
of the fellows have colds, but there are 
not many in this company that have the 
influenza. It has caused quite a scare 
in camp. It rained today so we spent 
most of the day in the mess hall listening 
to lectures. On Saturday afternoons and 
Sundays we do not drill, but Sunday is 
no different from any other day except 
that we sleep an hour longer.” 


Another letter has come from one of 
our boys, Pf,vate Alex McLauchlan, 
who is in a hospital at Neath Glamorgan, 
South Wales, and it shows the excite- 
ment of actual warfare. The letter says: 

“T have arrived-in- Wales, 
wounded two weeks ago and I am 
getting along fine. I am in Wales at 
present and it seems to be a beautiful 
country. I was in hopes I would get up 
to Scotland but I was not‘lucky enough. 
But then, there is no use in kicking, as 
I am very lucky to get over here at all. 
I was hit in eight different places. I got 
three in the head, one in the-left arm, 
left side and leg, right foot and hand, 
but none of them are very. bad-and | 
expect to be out in a few weeks again. 
We have certainly got the Huns on the 
run now and T think we will keep them 
going all right if the weather holds out.”

Student Nurses 


During the. past week the first 1000 
young women have. taken up their 
duties in the various U. §. training 
camps in different parts of the country. 
These first duties will be to help in 
taking care of “casualties”’ in the camps, 
and, as soon as they have reached a 
suitable stage of training, they may be 
sent to France as the need arises. 

Interest in this opportunity for 
women to help was so wide spread that 
nearly 20,000 letters of inquiry. were 
received by the Surgeon General and 
1000 have been enrolled so that training 
units of from 30 to 40 students, each, 
have already been assigned to 18 army 
camps from Massachusetts to Califor- 
nia. Each unit has a director, an in- 
structor in nursing and a_ teaching 
dietician.. The students receive every- 
thing free and, in addition, an allowance 
of $15.00 a month. A_ recreational 
director sees to it that they have en- 
tertainment and physical sports for 
off-duty hours and chaperons are also 
available. The central headquarters 
of the school are in the office of the 
Surgeon General in Washington where 
a dean is in charge, Miss Annie M. 
Goodrich, the chief inspector of Army 
nurses.
